+ An this concluding article it is “pro: 
posed to “deal with. the relation. of 
thunder’ storms to typhoons and with the 
question as to whether or no typhoons 
are diverted by ‘mountain’ ranges, 
. The Chinese have a saying “ When 
there are thunder squalls one need -not 
be afraid of any’ typhoon approaching.” 
This is overdoing if. A more correct 
version of thé relation between. typhoons 
and. thunder would be the mild and 
colourless statement that thunder does 
Rot usually occur within a considerable 
}distance of the centre of aay typhoon, 
ere are & few instances which ‘show the 
noed for caution. ‘On July 29th, 1896, a 
smart thunder storm passed over the 
harbour at 6am. The;centrp of one of 
the" worst typhoons Hongkotg has éx- 
perienced passed 15 miles south of the

typhoon in Hongkong lightning was 
observed but no thunder. It is, of course, 
possible that thundem occurred also; it

| being preceded. by... thunder stdrm ‘at 
5 p.m, “tho previous day.’ Many more 
instances ‘could be given but these are 
sufficient’ to’show that tho presence of 
thunder ig’ no safe guide to the absence 
of typhoons... . ¢ 

The idea that mountains ” deflect 
typhoons ‘has received -a considerable 
amount of offcial und expert sanction. 
Referring to one of the typhoons of 1884, 
Dr. Doberck rema ““ Tt appears as 
if this, typhuon—like many others follow-. 
ing a similar, track’ through the Formosa 
Strait~would have recurred in about 
23 dug. N. latitude, but wus prevented 
from passing eastward by the high moun. 
tains of the island.’’ “It must be re- 
membered that Dr. Doberck’s’ experience. 
of typhoons was, at that daty, “very 
limited. Min Claxton has obsefved’ that 
the typhooas which’ pasy -through the 
Balingtang and Bashi channels: trdvel 
faster than those whith cross Northern 
Luzon, This. may show © that’. the 
mountains of Northern Luzon.hinder if
